Highlights from the March Meeting: 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 by club president David Spoelstra, NOKT. There 
were 43 present. David recognized new members: Alex, KA3BQE; John, AB9IH; and 
Dawn Marie, from Ivy Tech. David reported that he and Jim, K9RU, are going to be 
putting on a one day tech class on March 23rd at Ivy Tech. David said there has been a 
good flow of visitors through the W9IVY/W9JP station in the Glick Technology 
building, room 226A. David said there are plans for a couple of new radios for the 
station. 


There were no technical questions from the floor. 


David mentioned that Mike Palmer, N9FEB, still could use some more hams to help in 
support of the 500 Festival Mini-Marathon. 


Jeff Hammer, NONIC, announced that this year the Indianapolis Radio Club Field Day 
was going to be held at the “Coke Lot’, next to the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. Jeff 
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had some maps and sign-up sheets. He would like to have many stations on the air from 
there this year. 


Next, David introduced Dave Arland for his presentation about this year’s Consumer 
Electronics Show in Las Vegas. Dave said the show continues to grow, with this year’s 
exhibits consuming 2 million square feet of space. Dave’s company, Arland 
Communications (https://www.arlandcom.com/) had 25 people at the show this year to 
document it for clients. He said that Google had a 2 story exhibit in one of the parking 
lots primarily to sell the “Google Assistant”. Dave said internet connected appliances 
were one of the big things this year, such as a “smart water faucet” that could dispense 
measured water, ie. “Give me a cup of water”. There were self contained beer dispensers, 
similar in concept to a Keurig coffee maker, toothbrush sanitizers, and one of the more 
unique, yet simple, devices there was the “TV Jockstrap” (http://tvjockstrap.com/). This 
is a simple piece of black elastic that goes around your TV screen to block the ticker at 
the bottom of the screen to eliminate “spoiling” other games’ scores when watching a live 
game and recording another. Dave gave an update on ATSC 3.0, the next version of 
broadcast digital TV. This version will be capable of supporting 4K TV, or “Ultra HD”. 
It also will be capable of “alert localization”, where for instance weather alerts will be 
only shown in the area they apply to. Currently, Phoenix, AZ is a test market, with ATSC 
3.0 being broadcast. Dave suspected that TVs capable of receiving ATSC 3.0 signals 
may begin appearing at next year’s CES show. He also said there would be conversion 
boxes, or “gateways” available to convert ATSC 3.0 to ATSC 1.0 for consumers. Dave, 
being the early TV hardware buff that he is, pitched the “Early TV Convention” 


(http://www.earlytelevision.org/2019 convention.html) coming up the first weekend in 
May, in Hilliard, OH. 


The meeting adjourned at 8:40 pm.

INDIANA QSO PARTY COMING UP MAY 4 


The Indiana QSO Party is Saturday May 4th, starts at 11AM and ends at 11PM EDT 
(1500 UTC May 4th to 0300 UTC May Sth). 


The objective for Indiana stations is to work all 92 Indiana counties and work as many 
stations as possible in Indiana and worldwide. 


For stations operating outside of Indiana, the goal is to work all 92 Indiana counties and 
as many Indiana stations as possible. 


INQP allows a number of operating categories including: QRP, low and high power 
single operator, all-out club efforts, multi-operator high power and multi-multi (multi 
operator and multi transmitters) operation. 


Also included are mobile units and rovers moving from county to county and portable 
setups similar to Field Day. Plaques are awarded for best in Indiana, out of state efforts, 
and best individual county efforts! 


INQP rules include a category for Club Competition that allows an Indiana Amateur 
Radio Club to have their members that submit contact-logs for an aggregate club score. 
Members need to list the club on their entry. Plaque for the club with highest aggregate 
score and awards certificates for second and third place. [Indianapolis Radio Club 
members are asked to notate that on their logs.] 


The Indiana exchange is RS(T) plus the county and for all others USA stations it is RS(T) 
plus state, for Canada RS(T) plus province or territory and all others it is RS(T) plus DX. 
See INQP site for Indiana county abbreviations. All start with IN and then the county.

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Logs should be submitted in a digital format, the Cabrillo logging format is preferred. 
Handwritten logs are accepted but have to be entered manually, so an electronic log is 
preferred. Logs must be received by June Ist. 


The INQP overlaps with a few other QSO parties and contests: the 7QP, NEQP, and the 
Italian ARI Contest. So, during the INQP many other stations seek contacts from Indiana 
to fill their logs. The more Indiana stations on the air that day, the more action for 
everyone!
